19,000 


voters qualified to vote for presi 
dent Nov. 4. 


The number is more than 1,000 


less than the estimated total pre- 
dicted by election officials, but will 
exceed by more than 1,200 the total 
of four years ago. 


Complete totals from 
50 pre- 


cincts out of 70 in the city at noon 
showed that 13,150 voters were 
registered, or an average of 263 to 
the precinct. If the average is 
maintained thru the remaining 20 
precincts that are out the total 
registration will figure 18,410. 


Complete returns from the first, 


fifth and sixth wards show that 
6,490 voters were registered in the 
three wards. They are the smallest 
wards in tbt city. The first ward 
registration is 1,990; fifth ward, 
2,378; sixth ward, 2,122. 


The fourth ward the largest in 


the city, it is indicated will cost 
about one-fourth of the vote. The 
second ward is the 
second most 


populous ward, and is running close 
behind the fourth in the registra- 
tion.
